Dominican. 


I. HISTORICAL SKETCH

The public railroad mile- 
age of the Dominican Repub- 
lic is 149 miles, and in addi- 
tion there are 200 miles of 
unconnected narrow gauge 
lines owned by sugar com- 
panies. There are about 500 
miles of improved highways 
connecting Ciudad Trujillo 
with points to the north and 
Haiti on the west. Miserable 
trails are the only lines of 
transport in most of the coun- 
try, and this is a handicap 
to further development. 


Poor transportation and 
communication facilities pre- 
sent obstacles to the few mis- 
sionaries who are trying to 
make Christ known. The is- 
land is, in the truest sense, a 
pioneer mission field. 


Religious liberty exists 
there. The government is of- 
ficially opposed to Commu- 
nism. Missionary work is per- 





Scattered across the Car- 
ibbean, like stepping stones of a giant, | 
is the group of islands known as the 
Greater Antilles. They comprise a geo- 
graphical link between North and South 
America, and offer one of the greatest 
missionary challenges to be found any- 
where in the world. 


Hispaniola, the largest of the group, 
was greatly favored by its distinguished 
discoverer, Christopher Columbus. Gaz- 





ing upon one of its beautiful valleys 


mingo), capital of the Dominican Re- 
public, is perhaps the most perfect ex- 
ample of a Spanish colonial city in 
existence. Surrounded by ancient walls 
with bastions, its narrow streets were 
laid out straight, to converge at the 
central plaza. 


Massive stone houses, capable of re- 
sisting hurricanes, still stand in the 
center of the city. They have colored 
walls, pierced by large doors and win-

I was told that in the entire capital 
city, with a population of 150,000, 
there are less than 1,200 actual born- 
again believers. These people worship 
in 10 different buildings scattered over 
the city — only one of which compares 
in size and appearance with an average 
small town American Church.

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Weep No More My Lady 


A Review of W. E. Debnam’s Book Answering Eleanor Roosevelt

ENTION of the “South” calls vari- 

ous images to mind, for no sec- 

tional name in the United States sym- 

bolizes so much, in terms of true Amer- 

icanism, robust religion, individualism, 

honor and many other admirable char- 
acteristics. 


Southerners are sturdy stock, justly 
proud of their traditions and unique 
regional culture. They have been for 
years misrepresented and maligned by 
Communist propaganda. 


The blows have fallen so fast and 
heavy through press, radio and ros- 
trum that Southern leadership has been 
thrown off balance. This has produced 
a feeling of inferiority and sensitive- 
ness in certain circles. Some have 
winced when they should have launched 
a counterattack. 


Those who insist on picking the 
South to pieces are invariably promot- 
ers of left-wing bigotry. Their alleged 
concern is merely a cloak, a pretext 
for sowing seeds of discord. 





Such people and organizations are 
primarily interested in creating confu- 
sion. They hope to break down opposi- 
tion to Communism in what they sneer- 
ingly call “the Bible belt.” It has long 
been Moscow’s dream to organize Ne- 
groes of the South into a revolutionary 
army. 


The men of the Kremlin ordered 
their American puppets in 1929, to 
concentrate on creating racial hate 
in the South, until such time as mob 
violence and bloodshed would result. 


Fortunately, only a small minority 
of the Negro population of the United 
States has responded to Moscow’s ap- 
peal. Not many read the rabid hate 
sheets published in the East for the 
purpose of generating discord. 


Every race has its problems. This is 
true of the American Negro. A per- 
manent solution will be found by devel- 
oping inward moral and spiritual 
strength — rather than attempted pres- 
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sure through FEPC and Communist 
hate. 


Negro leaders, whom white neigh- 
bors find it easy to respect, are emerg- 
ing in all parts of the United States. 
These men and women are a credit to 
a race, of which they are justly proud. 


They think and work constructively, 
and enjoy advantages unknown to their 
people in any other part of the world. 
They do not waste time blaming others. 
They avail themselves of opportunities 
at their door and develop strength of 
character to get ahead under the Ameri- 
can system of free enterprise. 


They know that the Anti-Defamation 
League is only putting on an act, in 
its alleged sympathy for the Negro. 
Only gullible members of the race al- 
low themselves to be used as tools by 
this notorious, pro-Communist organ- 
ization.

1 rengr eater rightly resent criti- 


cism from leftist sources, the most 
notable of which is Eleanor Roosevelt 
— a lady whose support of the Com- 
munist cause over a long period of 
years is well known to every Ameri- 
can. The spokesman for critics of all 
things Southern, she usually voices her 
“concern” by wailing over “signs of 
unhappiness,” “poverty,” or “discri- 
mination.” 
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Not long ago, she spent three days 
in Chapel Hill, North Carolina, mak- 
ing speeches at a forum on the Univer- 
sity of North Carolina campus. 


Safely returned again to New York, 
she felt qualified to point out Southern 
faults in her newspaper column, “My 
Day.” Her report was written in the 
vein of a traveler returning from some 
foreign country. 


“There’s a charm about the South. 
The smell of magnolias, the lavender- 
and-old-lace feeling still exists there. 
People are less hurried; they have more 
opportunity perhaps for the grace of 
living. But underneath it all, I’m not 
sure that there are not signs of poverty 
and unhappiness that will gradually 
have to disappear if that part of the 
nation is going to prosper and keep 
pace with the rest of it.” 


That, insists the South, is downright 
silly. 

Many Southerners, observing Mrs. 
Roosevelt’s crocodile tears, are attach- 
ing new meaning to the lines of an 
old folk song which goes, “Weep no 
more my lady ... Oh weep no more 
for me!” 


Mr. W. E. Debnam, of Raleigh, North 
Carolina, attempted to assuage the for- 
mer First Lady’s grief in a series of high- 
ly entertaining and informative broad- 
casts, in which he pointed up her mis- 
takes regarding the “poor and unhappy 
South.” The broadcasts were so pop- 
ular that they had to be expanded into 
a book, which the Author has appro- 
priately titled, “Weep No More My 
Lady.” 


He made vocal what Southerners gen- 
erally are thinking. His book may be 
taken as an indication that men of 
the South are at last taking steps to 
sweep back the tide of prejudice by 
professional leftists. They seem ready 
now to defend themselves and _ their 
traditions. 





“Of course there are signs of poverty 
and unhappiness in the South,” writes 
Mr. Debnam, “but there are signs of 
poverty and unhappiness just about ev- 
erywhere. Mrs. Roosevelt doesn’t have 
to come South to find these things. Al- 
most from the window of her hotel 
apartment in New York, she can look 
out and see what is possibly the great- 
est cesspool of heaped-up-and-pressed- 
down-and-running-over poverty and 
crime and spiritual and moral unhap- 
piness on the face of the earth. 


“We are speaking, of course, of that 
great Negro ghetto in the heart of New 
York that is Harlem.” 


Mrs. Roosevelt went on to tell how 
she spent time in childhood on her 
great aunt’s farm in Georgia. But: 


“With all that background, I cannot 
help having a deep interest in the wel- 
fare of the State of Georgia and of 
the South as a whole. I never go into 
that part of the country and come away 
without a certain sense of sadness. One 
can enjoy oneself superficially, but one 
must shut one’s eyes.”

“One might also say,” answers the 
Southern voice, “that one can enjoy 
oneself superficially in New York, Phil- 
adelphia or in Chicago ... or Wash- 
ington, where you lived for so many 
years, and where there are vile-smelling, 
overcrowded ghettos and poverty rid- 
den slums literally within a_stone’s 
throw of the Capitol. 


“There also, one must shut one’s eyes 
at times to poverty and unhappiness. 
In the case of Harlem and those slums 
in the back yards of Washington, you 
can’t escape it even if you close your 
eyes. They smell to high heaven. 


“But Mrs. Roosevelt never writes 
like that about New York, Philadelphia 
or Baltimore. She joins instead that 
great claque of holier than thou re- 
formers who persist in painting the 
South as a backward land, peopled in 
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the main with low-browed hoodlums 
smelling of lavender and old lace and 
sniffing away on magnolia blossoms, 
and shuffling along the street with a 
mint julep in one hand and a bull 
whip in the other, going some place to 
lynch some Negro who if he got his 
just deserts would be elected governor.” 


While admitting that the South is 
not the richest section of the United 
States, the Author of “Weep No More 
My Lady” feels that there are reasons: 


“One thing you need to remember 
(Mrs. Roosevelt) is that only 85 years 
ago — just 19 years before you were 
born — the South lay prostrate. The 
flower of its young manhood lay buried 
beneath the sod of a hundred bloody 
battlefields. The land had been laid 
waste by four years of vicious warfare 
in which quarter had not been asked 
or given. 


“Southern economy had been wreck- 
ed, along with Southern hopes, by Gen- 
eral Grant and a lot of other men in 
Federal Blue. The South hasn’t always 
been poor, Mrs. Roosevelt. In 1860, 
the South was the richest part of our 
country. But all this wealth, or most 
of it, was gone with the wind when 
Lee surrendered. 


“In addition to a wrecked economy, 
the whole social structure of the South, 
built up through generations, was in 
turmoil. The bottom rail was on top, 
held there by a Federal bayonet. It’s 
the fashion now, once our armed forces 
have won a war, to begin building up 
the economy of our former enemies. 
We have poured millions into Germany, 
Italy, Austria and Japan. 


“But there was no Marshall Plan 
for the South 85 years ago. Instead, 
our conquerors came in hordes de- 
manding tribute.” 


: >. 


M&® DEBNAM deftly exposes Elea- 
nor’s insincerity and pretended in- 
terest in interracial relations and toler- 
ance. While discussing FEPC proposals, 
he reminds her of the days when F.D.R. 


Jr. was growing up. 


“One can’t help but wonder, Mrs. 
Roosevelt, where Junior got the train- 
ing that makes him such a champion 
of this FEPC proposal that business 
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men and other employers be required 
to mix the races in the interest of a 
brighter and better world. Certainly he 
didn’t get it in school. 


“He didn’t go to the public schools 
in New York State along with the 
other little white and Negro children. 
Junior went to swanky private schools 
where no little Negro boys or girls 
were permitted. 


“Do you remember your servant 
problems when you first moved into 
the White House in 1933? We quote 
now from ‘White House Diary,’ the 
book written by Henrietta Nesbit, your 
housekeeper : 


“‘The first criticism against our 
housekeeping was when Mrs. Roosevelt 
brought in all colored help, instead 
of the mixed staff the Hoovers had in 
the kitchen, until the staff was all 
Negro. We retained many who were 
already there and brought down two 
colored butlers, the President’s valet 
and the two cooks, Ida and Elizabeth, 
from the Governor’s mansion in Al- 
bany. This started the to-do about our 
way of running the White House, and 
it kept up for the next thirteen years. 
We had our reasons for making this 
change. Mrs. Roosevelt and I agreed 
that a staff solid in one color works in 
better understanding and maintains a 
smoother running establishment.’ 


“One wonders why, if non-segrega- 
tion wouldn’t work in mama’s kitchen, 
Mrs. Roosevelt, Junior is so anxious to 
enforce it by Federal law in factories 
and stores and offices, where manage- 
ment is confronted by much more seri- 
ous problems than whipping up a pot 
roast or a salad.” 


The truth is that Mrs. Roosevelt is 
only vaguely interested in racial prob- 
lems. But her concern is to organize 
Negroes for the social upheaval which 
leftists plan for our country. Recently 
Communists talked glibly of the Black 
Republic which they planned South of 
the Mason and Dixon line ... lying 
propaganda which succeeded in win- 
ning some Negroes to Communism. 


Reds are not genuinely interested in 
social betterment. They only try to 
create dissension among groups on 
which to fasten chains.

THE BLESSED BOOK 


N OLD ADAGE SAYS, “A man 

is known by the company he 
keeps.” The same may be said of a 
book. Books are known by the kind of 
readers they attract. 


Students of Shakespeare will be found 
in the theater. Those who read Tom 
Paine and Robert G. Ingersoll will 
be found among the atheists. Religion- 
ists who read the sacred writings of 
the East will be found worshipping 
in heathen temples. But those who read 
the Bible will be found at the Church. 


A well-known evangelist of the last 
generation gave this description of a 
journey through the Bible from Gen- 
esis to Revelation: 


“When I found the wonderful temple 
of Christianity, I entered the portals 
of Genesis. Then I walked down through 
the Old Testament art galleries, where 
the pictures of Noah, Abraham, Moses 
and Daniel hung on the wall. 


“I passed into the music room of 
the Psalms, where the Spirit swept the 
keyboard of nature, until it seemed 
that every reed and pipe in God’s great 
organ responded to the tuneful harp 
of David, the sweet singer of Old Testa- 
ment times. 


“I entered the quiet chamber of Ec- 
clesiastes, where the voice of the preach- 
er was heard, and into the conservatory 
of Sharon, where the Lily of the Val- 
ley’s sweet-scented spices filled and 
perfumed my life. 


After that I entered the business of- 
fice of Proverbs and then into the ob- 
servatory room of the Prophets. There 
I saw telescopes of various sizes that 
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pointed to far-off events ... but all 
of them concentrated upon the brigh. 
and morning Star, which was to rise 
above the moonlit hills of Judea for 
our salvation. 


“Eventually, I entered into the audi- 
ence room of the King of Kings. I 
caught a vision of His power and glory, 
as I walked through Matthew, Mark, 
Luke and John. After that, I passed 
into the Acts of the Apostles, where 
the Holy Spirit was doing His work 
in the formation of the infant Church. 


“Then I entered into the correspon- 
dence room of the temple of Christian- 
ity ... where sat Paul, Peter, James 
and John, penning their epistles. 


“Finally, I stepped into the throne 
room of Revelation. I saw towering 
peaks that glistened in the sunlight of 
the New jerusalem. I caught a vision 
of the King sitting upon the Throne 
in all His glory, and then, from the 
depths of my soul, I cried: 

‘All hail the power of Jesus name; 
Let angels prostrate fall. 

Bring forth the royal diadem; 
And crown Him Lord of all!’ ” 


For more than 1800 years the Bible 
has gone hand in hand with civiliza- 
tion, with moral and intellectual culti- 
vation, always supporting and often 
leading the way. 
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The Resurrection Of Christ 








HEN I was in old Russia before 

the Bolsheviks took over, I at- 
tended an Easter service held at mid- 
night in a Greek Orthodox Church. 


As the priests, after a long cere- 
mony in which they marched three 
times around the building in search 
of the body of Christ, re-entered, they 
cried out, “Christ is risen.” And the 
people, bowing in adoration, exclaimed, 
“He is risen, indeed!” 


That is the Easter message — a mes- 
sage of triumph over death, victory 
over the grave. 


Because of the resurrection, we look 
forward with hope to the final Easter 
day when all born-again believers shall 
be clothed with bodies made of the 
same indestructible substance that our 
Lord brought from the tomb. “We shall 
be like him.” 


Christ’s resurrection defies doubt. It 
rests upon attested facts of history. 


First of all, we have four separate 
accounts, written by Matthew, Mark, 


Luke and John. 


Critics have searched for discrep- 
ancies, but a close-up study reveals 
a harmonious record. Admittedly, the 
narratives of the four evangelists must 
be true or false. They either compiled 
a truthful record or conspired to per- 
petrate a hoax. 


That the records could not have been 
made up independently is demonstrated 
by points of harmony in the four texts. 
They are too much alike. This could 
not have been if manufactured by in- 
dividuals who had nothing to do with 
each other. 


No two witnesses in court cases ever 
describe incidents exactly alike. One 
will see things that the other misses, 
and vice versa. This explains the exist- 
ence of both gaps and points of simi- 
larity in the four resurrection docu- 
ments. 
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The foregoing deductions preclude 
the possibility of consultation, previous 
agreement or understanding on the part 
of the writers. There are too many ap- 
parent contradictions to admit the pos- 
sibility of collaboration. Had the four 
men collaborated, they would have been 
careful to avoid the least semblance 
of contradiction. 


The records are therefore true state- 
ments of fact, written objectively, to 
be accepted as historical accounts. The 
resurrection of Jesus Christ was _pre- 
sented by each evangelist as he him- 
self saw it. Any charge of deception 
would be preposterous. 


In the second place, let it be re- 
called that all the accounts were writ- 
ten by eyewitnesses. Those who wrote 
had seen the risen Christ with their 
own eyes. 


The story of His life on earth, be- 
tween the resurrection and the ascen- 
sion, is related with simplicity. No 
attempt is made to color or exagger- 
ate. One tells what the other omits. 
Each describes what he saw. 


Had the writers been spinning yarns 
years later, they would certainly have 
represented their Master as appearing 
to His enemies and confounding them. 
That would have been the natural cli- 
max to the story. No writer of fiction 
would have thought of any other meth- 
od. If the charge of the critics be true, 
what an opportunity Matthew, Mark, 
Luke and John missed! 


But the fact is, Christ did appear 
to His disciples. They did see Him. 
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In the third place, even infidels ad- 
mit that the disciples believed He had 
risen. 


Renan said that a hallucinated wo- 
man gave the world a resurrected god. 
But that is impossible because there 
was a Matthew and a Thomas to con- 
vince and a Paul to convert. 


Strauss says His appearances were 
visionary. But the eleven and the five 
hundred could not have had the same 
vision at different times, different places 
and under different circumstances. 


Others insist that He never died. 
What then of the “water and blood?” 
How account for it if He were not 


dead? 


Moreover, enemies guarded His body. 
If He had only fainted, His frame 
would have been weak and unable to 
escape from the tomb. 


Jesus Himself would have been an 
imposter. He stated that He would 
bring His body back from the grave. 
After His resurrection He declared 
that He had risen from the dead. His 


testimony cannot be impeached. 


The 
Christ 


resurrection of the Lord Jesus 
is an attested fact of history. 
There are hundreds of accepted _his- 
torical events that cannot boast nearly 
as many witnesses. We have a record 
of eleven appearances after His resur- 
rection. 

First: Mary Magdalene at the tomb. 

Second: Peter. 

Third: Two disciples at Emmaus. 

Fourth: Disciples in the upper room. 

Fifth: Disciples with Thomas. 

Sixth: Disciples on the shore of 


Galilee. 
Seventh: Five hundred brethren. 


Eighth: Disciples on Olivet at the 
time of the ascension. 

Ninth: Stephen at his martyrdom. 

Tenth: Paul on the road to Damas- 
cus. 
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Eleventh: John on the isle of Patmos. 


Some of these witnesses saw Him, 
not once, but several times. 


The credibility of several disciples 
is established by the fact that they 
were later martyred for their testimony. 
Men do not die voluntarily without 
good reason. Eyewitnesses to the resur- 
rection of Christ preferred death rather 
than denial. 


Had the story been false, it is reason- 
able to suppose that enemies would 
have produced contrary evidence. The 
only thing they could do was to spread 
rumors that the disciples stole his body 
while soldiers slept. 


Think of a Roman guard being asleep 
— every man. Impossible! 


On the other hand, how could such 
a theft be harmonized with the order 
in which the grave clothes were found? 
When thieves break in, they leave 
everything in confusion. 


Not so in the tomb of Jesus! The 
handkerchief was found neatly folded 
and in a place by itself. The grave 
clothes were left in orderly condition. 
There were no signs of fright and haste, 
as would have been the case had nerv- 
ous disciples fought their way past 
the guard, to deliver the body from 
the tomb. 


A careful description of Christ’s 
graveclothes is given. The language 
suggests that the writers regarded the 
garments as being of great importance. 
In John 20:7 we read that the precious 
form was wrapped in “linen clothes.” 
Two pieces are mentioned — a napkin 
or handkerchief around the head, and 
a larger garment covering the body. 


Both were found crumpled and col- 
lapsed, lying some distance apart, on 
the floor of the tomb. The physical 
body of the Master had been trans- 
muted. The garments remained empty 
to give mute testimony regarding what 
had happened. 


The fear of the disciples is also 
a matter to be considered. They were 
afraid. In fact, they all forsook Him 
and fled. They had lost courage. Hence 
they would have been the last people 
in the world to attempt the theft of 





a dead body from a tomb surrounded 
by soldiers. 


How can we explain the miraculous 
change on their part from fear to cour- 
age, and even boldness, after the resur- 
rection? Had the group stolen His 
body, they would have remained in 
hiding. But the fact that they came 
out boldly, openly and publicly to 
proclaim the resurrection, even going 
so far as indicting the murderers, proves 
that they had nothing to do with His 
reappearance. 


Enemies produced no contrary evi- 
dence. They were utterly confused. 
Their explanations were childish, ab- 
surd and impossible. Had He not risen, 
they would have been able to prove it. 


The founders of all the world’s reli- 
gions have died, without rising from 
the dead. Christ and Christ alone arose. 


When Talleyrand, the agnostic, want- 
ed to establish a new religion and found 
it difficult, he asked counsel of the 
king of France and received this an- 
swer: “Go and be crucified, and on 
the third day rise again, and men will 
believe in your religion.” 


Thank God, Jesus Christ rose tri- 
umphant over the grave ... and some 
day we, too, shall rise. But that is an- 
other story. May we sing with new 
fervor, this Eastertide: 


Up from the grave He arose, 

With a mighty triumph o’er his 
foes; 

He arose a Victor from the dark 
domain, 

And He lives forever with His 
saints to reign. 

He arose! He arose! Hallelujah! 
Christ arose! 


The story is told of a preacher who, 
being called upon to bury a friend, 
consulted the four Gospels for a fu- 
neral text. He searched for an incident 
where Jesus might have presided at 
a funeral, but found none.

ART ONE of “The Koch Treat- 

ment,” exhibits scientific progress 
in biochemistry despite intrigue, har- 
assment and persecution. 


Part Two discusses Koch therapy 
in medical practice, showing how so- 
called incurable diseases have yielded 
to its application. 


Part Three expounds the _philoso- 
phy of the treatment and explains the 
broad principles upon which it is based. 


The opening chapter, called “The 
Koch Treatment,” introduces readers 
to the dilemma which faced K. C. Mac- 
Donald, Minister of Agriculture in Brit- 
ish Columbia, Canada, in October, 1944.

lars to Red China, with whose armies 
we are in a killing contest. 


Our sons have to take the risk of 
being massacred in Europe to defend 
Germans from the Russians — after we 
helped Russia kill Germans in the last 
war. The Germans cynically laugh, 
of course, and hesitate to fight to save 
us from the communists. 


General MacArthur admits he can- 
not win a decision in Korea under pres- 
ent orders. He says he is helpless to 
end the war. He can only hang on — 
kill and get killed, unless he is allowed 
to attack the Red sanctuary in Man- 
churia, and is given forces to equal 
those of the enemy. That makes it a 
senseless war, fought just to be fighting. 


The American people are giving bil- 
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lions of dollars, and according to Mar- 
shall 15,000 boys a month, in a war 
that by the Constitution of the United 
States, is not a war. 


The American people do’not know, 
really, who commands that war. Bally- 
hoo says, the United Nations commands 
it. What group in the United Nations, 
the communists, the anti-Red group, 
or a group that is in between? 


Has the United Nations ever ap- 
pointed a military high command? 
Could it be that Dean Acheson is the 
commander-in-chief of the forces of 
the free world, that he tells MacArthur 
where he may bomb and where he may 
not? Could it be that Attlee of Eng- 
land, who sells rubber and tin to the 
Reds, has a lot to say in the command? 


Here in Washington, Congressmen 
are being flooded with letters from 
voters who want the answers. They 
want to know where they are being 
taken, on what kind of a ride, with 
what finish. They have been patient 
a long time. Now, they want to know. 


Newspapers are running polls, “Do 
you want our troops brought out of 
Korea? Do you approve of sending a 
half-million troops to Europe? Do you 
want the Truman 72-billion-dollar budg- 
et cut down? What kind of additional 
taxes are you able to pay, and how 
much?” It will be interesting to see 
the answers to these questions when 
compiled by the various editors. 


Meanwhile, I would like to repeat 
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the suggestion of my Lincoln day 
broadcast in Cleveland — that Re- 
publican policy committees try to find 
out what the nation expects of an opposi- 
tion party; that its members put bills 
on the floors of both houses of Con- 
gress for the immediate taking of an 
official poll, in the nature of a special 
election (the first in our history), on 
key questions of policy, on the issues 
John Q. Public will be asked to pay 
and die for. 


Of course, there are Congressmen 
who will say, “The public must not 
be allowed to decide such things; they 


must be left to experts.” And there is. 


Tom Dewey who says, “Even Congress 
must not decide how many boys may 
go to Europe. That must be left to 
higher experts than Congress.” 


But the people who do the paying 
and dying will decide eventually, you 
may be sure, just as the French peo- 
ple did in the days when French armies 
were running all over Europe on the 
theory that they had to make the con- 
tinent safe for liberty, and so forth. 
When the French people were bled out 
and bankrupted after Napoleon, they 
came home and took care of France. 
It would be better to let the people 
decide now, rather than wait until 
they are bankrupt, soured and deci- 
mated. 


Never before were policies so clear- 
cut. The simplest voters know whether 
they want the Hoover policy of build- 
ing strength here, or scattering more 
money and men around the world. They 
know whether they think a few thousand 
Americans in Europe are going to hold 
Russia back, more than bombs and 
preparation to strike from here. 


Now, I know that you are interested 
in the views of our new members of 
Congress, on the grave questions con- 
fronting our Country. I have asked 
the new Congressman from Idaho, John 
T. Wood, a medical doctor by profes- 
sion, to be a guest speaker today. 


Dr. Wood, did you receive any par- 
ticular mandate from your constituents 
in Idaho before coming to Washington? 


Dr. Wood: Yes, Upton, I did. First 
and foremost, I was instructed to try 
and reduce taxes. Second, to get us 
out of this Alice-in-Wonderland war. 


Upton Close: Well, that is a pretty 
clear mandate, isn’t it? What do you 
think of the present situation in Wash- 
ington? 


Dr. Wood: It is impossible to ex- 


plain the bedlam here on just a ques- 
tion of war. That is only a part of the 
treasonable plot to change our con- 
stitutional Republic to a power state, 
which has been going on here in Wash- 
ington for the past 18 years. 


Upton Close: Dr. Wood, I believe 
there is a movement among the younger 
men of Congress — in terms of Con- 
gressional seniority, not as to their 
natural age exactly, to get together and 
form a policy association. What has 
happened about that? 


Dr. Wood: Just today, 118 of the 
newer Republican members of Congress 
put through a special order of busi- 
ness, to find some way out of our prob- 
lems which are throwing the country 
into the wildest confusion. 


Upton Close: Thank you, Represent- 
ative Wood from Idaho. 


This movement of the newer Con- 
gressmen to get together and really 
form an American policy, is the most 
encouraging event that has happened 
in Washington in many a day. 


Our existence as a nation is made up 
of many different segments. I wish to 
discuss with you, certain parts that 
are in greatest danger. 


Is it our dollar — our economy, or 
our military machine? 


Looking with the eyes of Americans 
on the safety of America, it is plain 
that our military forces are vastly 
stronger here in America, than any 
machine that could be brought to these 
shores against us. But it is plain that 
our dollar — our economy is being 
licked, is getting weaker. It is plain 
that Stalin’s gang plans to lick us on 
the economic front. 


In a war, you first build up the weak 
spot where the enemy might break 
through. Our weak spot is our dollar, 
our national expenses. 


Remember, the South in the Civil 
War was whipped by its money be- 
coming worthless before it suffered 
defeats on the battlefield. Our defense 
manufacturers need more cooperation. 
They have been given defense orders, 
but they have not been told how to 
get the materials. They have not been 
told how to avoid creating unemploy- 
ment in turning to war production. 
They have been hindered by the greed 
of allies. 


While they are short of raw rubber 
and cotton, Britain, India, Egypt and 
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Australia sell these things to China 
and Russia. When our producers need 
tin, Britain charges them $1.89 a pound 
— ten times what it cost in World 


War II. 


Defense industry is short of alumi- 
num, but neighboring Canada sells 
her output right over our head to Eng- 
land and Europe, and takes in return 
the dollars we have given Europe. And 
much of the aluminum goes on to our 
enemies. 
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The big question mark, at the mo- 
ment, is cotton. Egyptian cotton is 
bringing $1.00 a pound; ours is sup- 
posed to be about half that much. Mr. 
Brannon, of the Agriculture Depart- 
ment, limited planting in the South last 
spring, and cotton is short. Our price 
control closed the cotton market on 
futures three weeks ago. Nobody knows 
what it can be bought for now. 


Manufacturers are shutting down just 
as the government is pushing for half 
their yearly output of 8-million dozen 
shirts, just to mention one item. Plant- 
ing season is coming on again, and if 
the government pegs the price at less 
than farmers can get for spot sales, 
producers will plant something else, 
and there will be a worse cotton famine 
next fall. 


Now, I have another guest here, my 
own son. I had four sons in the last 
war, and one of them has asked me if 
he could come on this program and 
speak his mind. The third son, Joseph, 
Jr. 


Joseph Close: Thank you, Dad. I 
asked for this opportunity to get a few 
things off my chest. A guy can take 
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just so much, even considering the 
source. And this newest attempt of 
the keyhole commentator, Walter 
Winchell, to smear and discredit my 
dad, Upton Close, is the straw that 
broke the camel’s back, as far as I am 
concerned. 


Winchell says, Senator McCarthy has 
repudiated Upton Close, “the coat tail 
rider.” I don’t know what he means 
by repudiated. I have talked with Sen- 
ator McCarthy’s office, in the Senate 
Office Building here, and they don’t 
know either. But I do know this. My 
dad edited a newspaper in China (I 
was born there) and he knew the story 
of the sell-out of China to the com- 
munists long before members of the 
Senate did. In fact, dad gave many 
hours of his time to Senator McCarthy 
when the Senator and his assistants 
were digging up the record of the 
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Lattimore-Michael Lee-Remington group 
in China. It’s funny to hear Walter 
Winchell call Upton Close a coat tail 
rider. 


My dad was one of the first national 
commentators who gave McCarthy a 
fair presentation. When the Tydings 
Investigating Committee would not in- 
vestigate, and Senator McCarthy ran 
out of money to pay his investigators, 
it was Upton Close who said so on 
the air. Senator McCarthy gratefully 
acknowledged this aid, and as a result, 
many fine contributions were received 
by him, and he was able to keep his 
investigators on the job. 


Winchell was contemptuous of Sen- 
ator McCarthy, and Winchell’s friends 
tried to discredit the Senator then. Now 
that the nation is behind the Senator, 
the smear artist wants to get on Sen- 
ator McCarthy’s coat tail, it seems 
to me, and separate him from those 
who stood by him from the start — 
that’s if he can! Or maybe it is a 
scheme to harm both dad and the 
Senator. 


My three brothers and I served in 
World War II. Senator McCarthy served 
in World War II. We all did plenty of 
fighting, while Walter Winchell did 
plenty of bragging. I am told he put 
on a Navy uniform, but had to take 
it off. 


Upton Close: Thank you, Joe. I guess 
that will take care of that New York 
gossip. I am very proud of my own 
G. I. Joe, I assure you, good friends.

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The Martyrdom Of Robert Fetler

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Rev. George J. Lambert is a Baptist minister, who with his wife 





and two children, escaped Communist-invaded Latvia by fleeing 





across the Baltic in an open boat. He and his colleague, Robert 





Fetler, were Latvia’s two most outstanding Gospel preachers when 





the reds overran their Country. In the article that follows, he tells 





the story of his friend’s martyrdom at the hands of the Communist 





secret police. 











HE SUDDEN FATE which over- 

took Christians in the Baltic state 
of Latvia during the night of June 12- 
13th, is too frightful for description. 


The mind shrinks from memories 
of such butchery ... but the world 
needs to know the tragic story of stead- 
fast believers, whose unmarked graves 
stretch across the bleak wastes of Lat- 
via and the Soviet Union. 


Within the space of three or four 
days, Communist secret police com- 
mitted an act of savagery in my be- 
loved Country unmatched in modern 
times. Sadism, wild, rampant and un- 
restrained was unleashed against the 
Christians. The persecution of first 
century Christians pales when com- 
pared with atrocities which I have wit- 
nessed with my own eyes. 


It will always be a source of amaze- 
ment to me that the civilized world 
should have showed practically no con- 
cern over these barbarities. The peo- 
ple of other countries seemed benumb- 
ed in conscience, to the point where 
the flow of Christian blood meant little 
or nothing to them. 





What kind of an hypnotic spell, 
spawned in the pits of the anti-Christ, 
has come over people that this could 
be the case? 


* * * 
OBERT FETLER was a native Lat- 


vian preacher, the son of a greatly 
respected minister, Andrew Fetler. Both 
father and son were devout, Bible- 
believing Christians, eminently success- 
ful in the task of soul winning. 


The younger Fetler studied for the 
ministry at Spurgeon College of Lon- 
don, England, becoming acquainted with 
the English language, and making many 
English friends — straws upon which, 
decades later, the reds* were to seize 
as grounds for accusing him of spying 
and subversion. 


In 1924, he was called to the pas- 
torate of the Calvary Baptist Church 
in Riga, the capital city of Latvia. 
Upon arriving there, Robert and his 
family found that the buildings had 
been allowed to deteriorate. The strug- 
gling, disheartened congregation had 
to be completely reorganized. In time, 
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the Church become a strong Gospel 
center in Riga under his leadership. 


Fetler was also asked to teach in 
the Riga Bible Institute, where min- 
isters and Russian border missionaries 
were being trained. Later, London head- 
quarters of the Russian Missionary So- 
ciety appointed him General Director 
of their missionary work among Slavic 
peoples. As a pastor, Bible teacher 
and administrator, he became a very 
busy man. His Bible classes were well 
attended, and souls were constantly 
won to Christ. 


Through all those years, Latvia’s 
fifth column Communists kept their eye 
on him. The fact that he exalted Christ 
with such earnestness and success made 
him their public enemy number one. 


* * * 


N 1936, Robert was called to take 

over the Russian branch of the Sal- 
vation Temple Church in Riga. This 
organization had large buildings and 
was a powerful Christian force in the 
Country. I was minister of the Latvian 
branch of the same Church, and my 
cooperation with Robert Fetler became 
very close. 


A constant revival was in progress 
in the Salvation Temple, and there 
was great interest in the missionary 
work. Crowds thronged the large audi- 
torium, and thousands were hearing 
the Gospel. 


Fetler’s devotion and zeal for the 
Lord’s work drove him more and more 
to the front, and his fame as a mighty 
preacher spread in all directions. He 
found himself supervising missionary 
work in Poland and Estonia, as well 
as Germany. 


During all those years, he at no time 
interested himself in political matters. 
By nature, he was calm and sweet spir- 
ited — not the type of man who, under 
ordinary circumstances, would make 
enemies. 


When the cataclysm struck, we and 
other Latvian Christians remained at 
our posts as long as possible. With 
Europe aflame and the Hitler-Stalin 
pact a reality, it became clear to all 
of us that dark days were ahead. 


At pistol point, the president of Lat- 
via was forced to appoint a puppet

government comprised of Communist 
officials, after which he was deported. 
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Andrei Vishinsky, the notorious So- 
viet prosecutor, came to Latvia, and 
every vestige of independence was shat- 
tered. The land of my birth became 
one of the Soviet Socialist Republics. 
Agreements made by the Soviet Union 
became mere scraps of paper. 


Reds immediately confiscated Salva- 
tion Temple Church and turned it over 
to the Communist Party. It became a 
motion picture theatre and dance hall. 
Some of the buildings were converted 
into a red army headquarters. 


Thousands of Bibles and other pieces 
of Christian literature, stored on the 
premises were trampled under the mud- 
dy boots of the red soldiers and de- 
stroyed. By a miracle, we succeeded in 
rescuing 7,000 Russian Bibles, which, 
in the providence of God, were later 
distributed to prisoners of war and 
Russian refugees. 


Christian ministers and other reli- 
gious leaders in Latvia were now oblig- 
ed to go underground. I found employ- 
ment as a dock worker and Fetler be- 
came a bookkeeper. Financial support 
of preachers was made a crime, and 
few dared help their former spiritual 
leaders, except in utmost secrecy. 


A growing problem was that of sup- 
porting one’s family. Despite working 
sixteen hours a day, hardly enough 
could be earned, because of sky-rock- 
eting inflation engineered by Moscow. 
Prices on the necessities of life increased 
over 500 per cent. 


People had to sell what few belong- 
ings were left after the confiscation 
of property, in order to live. Robert 
and [ had nothing left. Death by starva- 
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tion and physical exposure stared us 
in the face. Our families groaned. 


The Communists said they were giving 
us “freedom.” But it became clear that 
they were giving us complete freedom 
from freedom. They liberated us free 
from our money, free from our earthly 
possessions, free from our human rights, 
free from our churches. 


Little children were even snatched 
from their parents, executed or sent 
into exile if heard voicing the least 
opposition to Communism at school. 


Some of our people who were not 
spiritually strong enough to endure this 
anti-Christ persecution, committed sui- 
cide. Some first killed their families 
before taking their own lives. 


x * * 


OBERT FETLER was harassed 

from one shabby dwelling after 
another, and given no peace by his 
persecutors. He was called for ques- 
tionings, and in the Communist news- 
papers was subjected to smear attacks 
and _ vilifications. 


They accused him of being an enemy 
of the people. They called him a 
bloodsucker of the nation’s resources. 
At last he was obliged to find shelter 
for his family in a cellar on the edge 
of the city. 


The dwindling membership of the 
Salvation Temple found temporary re- 
fuge in the German Reformed Church, 
which had not yet been confiscated. 
They placed two rooms at our dis- 
posal, which were usually packed with 
weeping worshippers during services. 


On the Sunday morning of June 12th, 
1941, I came over to attend services 
with Robert. The little rooms were 
packed with familiar faces, although 
many of our members had already dis- 
appeared behind Soviet prison walls. 


We prayed together and both of us 
addressed the little group, endeavoring 
to comfort sorrowing hearts. A feeling 
of ominous portent hovered in the air. 
Robert and I embraced and said good- 
bye after the service, not knowing it 
was the last time we would see each 
other in this life. 


Sharply at midnight, Soviet auto- 
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mobiles and trucks began roaring 
through the city. The sound of their 
motors, racing to homes, back to the 
railroad yards, then out again into the 
streets of Riga, continued until dawn. 


The Communist secret police were 
carrying out one of the most fiendish 
assignments in human history. They 
were arresting whole families, metho- 
dically separating parents from chil- 
dren, husbands from wives, breaking 
up homes and hauling all to the rail- 


road yards, where the tracks were jam- 


med with freight cars. 


Christians were packed into the cars 
like animals, and denied even the most 
primitive accommodations. Without le- 
gal charge or trial, all of these people 
were deported to the dread slave camps 
of Siberia ... for no reason except, 
that as followers of Christ, they were 
enemies of the State. 


Robert Fetler’s hour came at dawn. 


He had risen for morning devotions 
while his family was still sleeping. 
There was a sharp knock at the door. 
Opening it, he faced uniformed officers 
of the secret police. The family was 
ordered to be prepared for departure 
in 20 minutes, each to make a separate 
bundle for himself. No mementoes were 
allowed to be taken. Bibles were for- 
bidden. 


The last thing they did was to kneel 
together, embracing each other for a 
final moment of prayer. Then they 
were taken to the rail yards, separated, 
jammed into waiting cars, never to see 
each other again. 


x *-+§* * 
HIS MASS DEPORTATION action 


was carried on for two full days. 
All of us lived in dread, waiting our 
turn, stricken with gloom and anxiety. 
Those who could fled to the woods, 
only to be hunted down and immedi- 
ately executed. 


Former officers of the Latvian army 
at first tried to organize resistance, but 
it was too late. The mighty red army 
was behind the secret police, deter- 
mined to break the Latvian spirit and 
obliterate Christianity from the Coun- 
try. 


In those dark hours, I called together 
some of our younger Christians. The 
CHRISTIAN 
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experience was exactly like that de- 
scribed in John 20:19. We held a season 
of prayer together, behind curtained 
windows, locked doors and with the 
telephone heavily muffled. Members of 
the secret police were able to transcribe 
conversations, without the receiver be- 
ing taken from the hook. We separated, 
never to see each other again on this 
earth. 


But God seemed to intervene and save 
a remnant of Riga Christians. Germany 
broke her non-aggression pact with Rus- 
sia and struck swiftly across the bord- 
ers. Fleeing reds poured out of Latvia 
on all roads, pursued by citizens who 
armed themselves with Russian wea- 
pons left behind. 


We had a short period of compara- 
tive freedom. The flag was allowed to 
fly, and the national anthem was sung 
in the streets. Though the German oc- 
cupation was firm, we were allowed to 
carry on missionary work and Gospel 
preaching without interference. 


Then, sorrowing relatives began open- 
ing the mass graves and torture cham- 
bers of the Communists, searching for 
loved ones who had disappeared. Col- 
lective crimes were discovered, of which 
the Soviets thought the world would 
never hear. 


* * * 


WENT OUT to see some of the 

opened mass graves. Long lines of 
shattered, tortured, mutilated bodies 
were lying on the ground. They were 
only three days in the earth, and there- 
fore the sadness of their torture was 
still evident. 


I passed the body of Arnold Chuibe, 
formerly of the Latvian State Depart- 
ment. His face was swollen and _ the 
forehead shattered by bullet holes. I 
recognized murdered students of the 
Latvian University and Engineering 
Technical School. I recognized the forms 
of many of our Christian brethren. 


With mounting horror, I looked at 
the arms and legs of numerous dead 
bodies. The skin, having been stripped 
from the living flesh, hung like tat- 
tered rags around their limbs. Eyes 
were gouged out; some had deep bayo- 
net wounds in the side; others had 
throats ripped open like slaughtered 
animals. Some had fingernails torn off. 


They were the flesh of my flesh 
and bone of my bone, all Latvians — 
citizens of a neutral, democratic coun- 
try, in no way responsible to the laws 
of Soviet Russia. They were not making 
war against the Soviet Union. Thousands 
were lying dead on their own soil. 





Other thousands had been taken into 
exile for equally torturous deaths. 


With mind reeling under the impact 
of the sight I asked myself, “How are 
these crimes possible?” 


And the answer came back, “This 
is the fruit of Godless Communism. 
It is a vision of the world of tomor- 
row, wherever anti-Christ Communism 
is permitted to take over.” 


Later, word reached us that Robert 
Fetler and his two sons were dead. His 
two daughters and wife were taken alive 
to the Soviet Union. 


Editor’s Note ... While working with 
Robert Fetler in Riga, Mr. Lambert 
was supported by the People’s Church 
of Toronto, Ontario — of which Dr. 
Oswald J. Smith is the pastor. 


Dr. Smith sent out a call for prayer 
five years ago, requesting his friends 
to pray especially for Mr. Lambert 
and six other missionaries behind the 
iron curtain. This is what he said: 


“Whether they are dead or alive we 
do not know. Some of them may have 
passed on for they have all been severe- 
ly tried. 


“They were trained in our Bible 
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School in Riga years ago, and for more 
than a decade did magnificent work on 
the borders of Soviet Russia. Tens of 
thousands heard the Gospel through 
their efforts, and at least three thousand 
were definitely won to Christ. 


“They have all gone through great 
tribulation. We sent them money as 
long as it was possible to do so. For 
the last four years, it has been impos- 
sible to help them. 


May we urge upon one and all to 
pray for these, our lost workers. As 
soon as we get further news, we will 
publish it. God grant that some of them 
may still be alive, and that in due time 
we may hear from them again.” 


Mr. Lambert was one of a small 
group of Latvian Christians who es- 
caped in a fishing boat to Norway. 
He is now in the United States, lectur- 
ing and preaching to responsive audi- 
ences, rendering effective service to 
the Cause of Christ in our part of the 
world.

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NE ONLY needs to read bulletins 
put out by the Anti-Defamation 
League, to understand that the so- 
called “Fair Employment Practices 
Commission” (FEPC) is a Jewish crea- 
tion. Ten years have elapsed since 
Franklin Roosevelt issued the first fed- 
eral order of this kind in 1941. 


Since then, repeated attempts have 
been made to coerce various State 
legislatures into enacting this type of 
legislation ... but, on the whole, the 
program has had hard sledding. 


Seven States have FEPC laws with 
teeth. Bills are presently pending in 
13 legislatures, but 9 of these have 
previously defeated similar measures. 


New York has the most dangerous 
law yet enacted. If carried out to the 
letter, it would paralyze business and 
industry by creating hate and discord. 
Violation of a Commission order is 
a misdemeanor punishable by impris- 
onment up to a year or a fine of not 
more than $500, or both. Which means 
that an employer is not free to hire 
and fire as he thinks best for his line 
of business. 


Connecticut, Massachusetts, Rhode 
Island, Washington, New Jersey, and 
Oregon have followed New York’s lead 
in enacting FEPC legislation. 


Because the laws are unpopular with 
the vast majority of citizens, pressure 
groups responsible for them have been 
reluctant to force test cases. 


The Oregon, Massachusetts, Rhode 
Island, Washington, and New Jersey 
commissions, though some have exist- 
ed for several years, have never gone 
to court to enforce a ruling. 


Indiana has had an FEPC since 
1945, but it provides no penalties for 
violation. 


New Mexico set up a Commission 
in 1949, but gave it neither money 
nor power to enforce its rulings. 
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The Wisconsin law authorizes the 
State FEPC Commission, as one type 
of penalty, to publish its findings. 
But that has never been done. 


States in whose legislatures FEPC 
bills are pending include: Kansas, Min- 
nesota, Iowa, Utah, Colorado, West 
Virginia, Nebraska, Pennsyl v ania, 
Ohio, Arizona, California, and Illinois. 
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UESTION. Is it true that the 


United States is at war?

The 
United States used to be an indepen- 
dent Nation, but now it seems to be 
only a fragment of the United Na- 
tions.

Under the New Deal, there 
are no free American citizens; this is 
a Nation of taxpayers, nothing else. 


Question. Have these taxpayers any- 
thing to say about our foreign policies 
and our fighting United Nations wars? 


Answer. Certainly not. Our State 
Department takes care of all that; and 
see what it is doing. It has already put 
us in the Korean War, and with the 
help of the United Nations it will never 
run out of foreign wars for us to fight. 


Quesion. How did the State Depart- 
ment get us into war in Korea? 


Answer. Ask Harry Truman and 
Dean Acheson and Owen Lattimore. 
Why do you employ experts unless you 
want them to expert? 


Question. Isn’t it their business to 
keep us out of wars? 


Answer. Ask them. 


Question. What is the war in Korea 
going to cost us, anyway? 
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Answer. Ask Truman — or Ache- 
son. Apparently it is going to cost 
us our Regular Army and Marine Corps. 
Then in making a new Army we will 
be in one awful fix. But why bother 
about that? Haven’t you got Truman 
and Acheson — and Lattimore? 


Question. Apparently we are in a 
mess. 


Answer. We are. 


Question. Maybe we should do some- 
thing about the State Department. 


Answer. Should we? What do you 
suggest? And how about the White 
House, too?

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a eighteen year old German youth 
has become a hero of his people. 
Brought before a Communist tribunal 
in East Germany for distributing anti- 
Communist posters and injuring a po- 
liceman trying to arrest him, this young 
man, Josef Flade, told the court, “I 
love my liberty more than my life.” 


When sentenced to the guillotine he 
calmly assured his judges that “thou- 
sands will avenge my death.” 


This act of courage has stirred all 
Germany as it has not been stirred 
since the heroic stand of Western Ber- 
lin during the Russian blockade. A 
wave of anger and protest not only 
in Germany but elsewhere in the world 
has now compelled the Communist re- 
gime to commute the sentence to 15 
years’ imprisonment. 


This means, of course, that Flade 
is likely to be shipped to Siberia to 
die a slower death. But his trial and 
conviction have made a mockery of 
Communist freedom and justice, and 
have brought home a warning which, 
more than the anonymous fate of mil- 
lions, will, by its individual impact, 
make the Germans wary of Communist 
traps. 
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What is more, the incident shows 
that even in East Germany the Rus- 
sians still feel the necessity of yielding, 
at least on the public record, to the 
impact of popular opinion when it is 
aroused sufficiently.

Lowenthal. It was on my desk when 
I returned to Washington last Monday. 
I questioned my staff and asked them 
if they had ordered it. They informed 
me they had not, and I know for cer- 
tain I did not order the book. It ap- 
parently was sent to me by the publish- 
ers, probably at the request of the 
author, Max Lowenthal. 


I was quoted in this book, I believe 
on page 422, in a speech I made on 
the floor of the House in May 1950. 
In that speech I criticized the Depart- 
ment of Justice and the Attorney Gen- 
eral for failure to prosecute some 
known espionage agents which I hap- 
pened to have investigated during the 
time I served with the FBI. 


The author, of course, is a very 
clever lawyer. He is a great artist at 
twisting the facts. He quoted me in 
order to get his point across that I was 
criticizing the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation and J. Edgar Hoover, my 
former boss, which is very far from 
the truth. I had no intention of criti- 
cizing Mr. Hoover or any of the staff 
or members of the FBI. 


As a matter of fact, we all know 
that Mr. Hoover and the FBI have 
nothing to do with prosecution except 
to recommend prosecution of known 
espionage cases. The criticism that Mr. 
Lowenthal makes of the FBI in this 
respect is, therefore, very false. It is 
an undeserved criticism entirely and 
I resent it. 


I sent this book back to the pub- 
lishers and suggested to them that they 
obtain the autograph of Max Lowen- 
thal and send it on to Uncle Joe Stalin 
in Moscow because he would appreci- 
ate it a whole lot more than I would. 


Mr. COX. Mr. Speaker, will the 
gentleman yield?

Dr. J. F. Rodriguez, superintendent 
of Defender missions in the West In- 
dies, visited the Dominican Republic 
early in 1947. He was well qualified 
to judge the needs of the new field, 
having lived there during his youth. 


Our friend is credited with being the 
first man to preach the evangelical 
Gospel in the Spanish language, to resi- 
dents of the old city of Santo Domingo. 
This occurred in 1919 while he was 
serving as a school teacher. However, 
a colony of Americans established 
there for business reasons, had pre- 
viously organized a small church, with 
services in English. 


During his itinerating tour of 1947, 
Dr. Rodriguez chose Rev. A. Smester, 
a trained native Dominican leader, to 
serve as chairman of the new under- 
taking. The work has enjoyed four years 
of steady growth. Mr. Smester has 
much to show for his efforts. He has 
organized five mission stations in the 
interior, in addition to establishing the 


Defender Church of Ciudad Trujillo. 
Another Church has been established 


in the town of Puerto Plata, under 
the leadership of Bienvenido Cobles. 


Il. BIENVENIDO COBLES 


I FIRST met Bienvenido on my visit 
to the Dominican Republic in Feb- 
ruary of 1949. We made a tour into 
the interior and he was a member of 
the party. 

Bienvenido at once impressed me as 
being a man of intelligence, zeal and

sincere purpose. His passion for souls 
and desire to make Christ known was 
evident. 


I learned that despite lack of mis- 
sionary or Bible training, he had held 
meetings in the open air and written 
a few religious tracts. Bienvenido speaks 


only Spanish. 


Arrangements were made for him 
to go to Puerto Rico and enter the 
Seminary in September of the same 
year. He was given a warm welcome by 
both students and members of the fac- 
ulty. 

We were able to arrange for a De- 
fender reader in Nebraska to sponsor 
his education by sending $17.50 a 
month, the customary per capita cost 
required for student support. 


Bienvenido’s fellow students includ- 
ed Christian men from all parts of 
Puerto Rico. He found himself with 
companions who diligently applied 
themselves in their studies during the 
day, while devoting evenings to evan- 


gelistic missionary work. Bienvenido, 
like others, put his classroom training 
to practical use. He made good marks 
and soon established a reputation as 
a disciplined, conscientious Christian. 


In one way, he was a unique stu- 
dent — the first ever to enroll from 
a foreign country. 


Most Puerto Ricans live in poverty. 
Native converts coming to the School 
from the interior, sometimes arrive 
with barely enough clothing to cover 
their bodies. They have known the 
pinch of privation all their lives. If re- 
quired to pay for religious training, 
no leaders would be produced to shep- 
herd flocks or fan revival fires. 


The Seminary offers a_ three-year 
course, but some who enroll are obliged 
to stay longer to qualify for gradua- 
tion. The sponsorship plan, whereby 
friends in the United States assume 
the financial care of individual students, 
is proving satisfactory. 


Sponsors receive photographs and 
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biographical statements of their stu- 
dents ... and regular reports of prog- 
ress made while pursuing the course 
of study.

Graduates leave the School disci- 
plined in mind, experienced in practical 
work, taught in the fundamentals of 
the Faith and with a heart concern for 
the lost. “Throughly furnished unto 
all good works.” II Timothy 3:17. 


Experience has taught us that trained 
natives are better qualified to win their 
own people to Christ than “foreign” 
missionaries. 


Every member of the Seminary facul- 
ty is a Puerto Rican. It goes without 
saying that this group of teachers has 
the spiritual development of the en- 
tire student body at heart. 


When the Seminary was first organ- 
ized, attorneys were instructed to pre- 
pare the legal papers in such a way 
that its Statement of Belief would for- 
ever preclude the invasion of false and 
heretical teachings. By this means, a 
sound doctrinal Pledge was woven into 
the very fabric of the Institution — 
the text of which is as follows: 


“We believe, affirm, teach and rec- 
ognize as essential, immuttable and 
indestructible: 


“The supernatural inspiration of the 
Christian Scriptures as embodied in 
the sixty-six books of the Holy Bible; 


“The existence of a Supreme Being, 
the Creator of the universe and the 
personal Heavenly Father of the be- 
liever ; 


“The fact of the Eternal Trinity, 
Father, Son and Holy Spirit; 





“The Creation of Man, whereby hu- 
mans are endowed with capacities which 
differentiate them from the lower ani- 
mal kingdom; 


“The Fall of Man, the fact of sin 


and the necessity of a Saviour; 


“The Virgin Birth, Sinless Life, Mir- 
acles, Crucifixion, Vicarious Atonement, 
Resurrection and Ascension of the Lord 
Jesus Christ; 


“The presence, ministry and work of 
the Holy Spirit; 


“The doctrine of the New Birth; 


“The Preaching of the Gospel ac- 
cording to the Great Commission; 


“The New Testament Ordinances of 
the Church; 


* “The efficacy of Prayer; 
“The Blessed Hope of Christ’s Re- 


turn; 


“The just punishment of all evil; 
and 


“The life everlasting.” 


This is the clear-cut, understandable 
Statement of Belief upon which the 
Seminary rests. It is a Pledge of Faith 
that will be held sacred and inviolate 
as long as the School shall exist. 


Financial contributors enjoy the as- 
surance that Modernism shall never 
gain admittance to its classrooms. 


Ill. BIENVENIDO, A TYPE 


HEN Bienvenido’s first year at 

the Seminary drew to a close in 
the Spring of 1950, he returned for 
the summer to his home city of Puerto 
Plata, on the north coast of the Do- 
minican Republic. 


There, he began at once to witness 
for Christ with great earnestness. No 
opportunity to apply knowledge gained 
at the Seminary was allowed to pass, 
On the streets, in humble homes, along 
mountain trails, people heard him glad. 
ly. 

A small congregation was soon estab. 
lished, which included a Sunday School 
for children. Within six months, he 
had several bright converts, and a nu- 
cleus of believers organized — without 
financial support from any source. 
Bienvenido lacked proper clothing and 
often went hungry. 


Finally he sent a report and plea for 
help to Dr. Rodriguez, which was 
promptly forwarded to Wichita head- 
quarters. It explained the necessity of 
renting a building in Puerto Plata for 
worship purposes. 


Thereupon, I wrote the friend in 
Nebraska who had financed Bienven- 
ido’s year at the Seminary. A prompt 
reply was received, expressing willing- 
ness to help him, according to the usual 
Chapel Plan which has proven effective 
in the West Indies. 


According to this arrangement, 
friends in the United States contribute 
$20.00 a month to the support of a 
native Pastor and interior worship- 
center. Persons who thus cooperate 
are called “Chapel Friends.” 


Years of prayer and toil have gone 
into preparation for the awakening 
which is now taking place in the is- 
lands of the Caribbean. The results, 
in terms of souls saved and Churches 
established, must be preserved. 


Little groups of believers are being 
banded together for worship purposes 
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over wide areas. Some of these centers 
are in remote and isolated sections, 
never visited by anyone from the Unit- 
ed States. New converts are begging 
for teachers and preachers, to come 
and instruct them in matters pertaining 
to the Gospel. It is truly a “Macedonian 
Call.” 


The people, where Chapels are be- 
ing established, live in poverty and 
have none of the advantages generally 
enjoyed by Christians in America. Their 
plight cannot be exaggerated. 


Only in the light of the Gospel do 
they find hope, cheer and a real pur- 
pose in living. There are many in- 
stances where the establishing of a 
single Chapel has resulted in the moral, 
spiritual and economic regeneration of 
whole communities. 


While on the trip just completed, 
I learned of five Chapels in Puerto 
Rico which now have no support. Four 
of these have had “Friends” in the past 
but due to deaths and other matters 
beyond human control, assistance had 
to be discontinued. One of these wor- 
ship-centers is new and has thus far 
received no aid from the United States. 


Unless supporters can be found at 
once, all five of these worship-centers 
will have to be closed. This represents 
an urgent need ... and explains why 
a special Chapel offering blank ap- 
pears on this page of The Defender. 


“Chapel Friends” are sent photo- 
graphs of their Pastors, the place where 
services are held and monthly reports. 


Services are held every night, and 
Sunday School each Lord’s “day, in 
most Chapels. Few congregations have 
musical instruments. Old fashioned kero- 
sene lamps and lanterns are often used 
for lighting. A collection is taken at 
some of the services, which usually 
average from ten to thirty cents, prac- 
tically all in pennies. And such giving 
reflects sacrifice! 


Both Dominicans and Puerto Ricans 
love to sing. They look forward during 
the day to the evening assemblage 
when their monotonous routine will be 
broken by music and a message from 


the Word of God. 
* * * 


IENVENIDO’S CHURCH at Puerto 
Plata is important because it repre- 
sents a northern anchor for the Gospel, 
as a complement to the missionary un- 
dertaking in Ciudad Trujillo on the 
south side of the Dominican Republic.

exemplifies the methods being success- 
fully used in hastening the evangeliza- 
tion of the West Indies. 


Countless times, such men as Bien- 
venido Cobles have proven themselves 
faithful when responsibility for evan- 
gelizing a region was thrust upon them. 
Seminary students are trained in line 
with our policy of indigenous missions, 
whereby natives carry the Gospel mes- 
sage to their own people. They know 
that they are to bear direct responsibil- 
ity ... and they prepare themselves 
accordingly. 


However, most students graduate 
from the Seminary before entering the 
harvest field, but Bienvenido is demon- 
strating his capacity for missionary 
leadership by practical results and the 
obvious anointing of the Holy Spirit. 


Bienvenido will never forget Feb- 
ruary 25, 1951. 


On the evening of that day, we pub- 
licly ordained him to the Christian 
ministry at a meeting in our little 
Church of Ciudad Trujillo. It was a 
beautiful service, at the close of which 
the candidate was presented with a new 
Spanish Bible, in a leather case. 


I noticed during the ceremony that 
Bienvenido’s clothes were worn thread- 
bare. He was wearing his only suit 
and the patches showed that it should 
have been long since discarded. 


When the service was over, I asked 
my interpreter to have him meet me 
the next morning at 10 o’clock in the 
city’s central plaza. 


I took the good man to a clothing 
store and furnished him with new gar- 
ments from the skin out .. . shoes, hose, 
underwear, shirt, tie, trousers and jack- 
Ck. 


He went back to his beloved Puerto 
Plata a happy man, feeling that there 
are Christians in the United States who 
really care for him and his people.

A Pro-American Secretary of State

} iprenl the State Department, while 
pretending to be devoted to the 
National Government in China during 
the war, was privately negotiating with 
the Chinese Communists, who were im- 
peding the war against Japan, was the 
bomb-shell revelation which Earl Brow- 
der, ex-Communist, dropped before the 
Tydings Committee on April 26, 1950. 


Browder testified that on October 
12, 1942, when Dean Acheson was As- 
sistant Secretary of State, he and Rob- 
ert Minor were invited to come to the 
State Department. There they met, 
among others, Lauchlin Currie. 


They were handed a confidential mes- 
sage to be sent to Madame Sen Yat-sen 
(now an official of the Communist gov- 
ernment in Peiping) for forwarding to 
Mao Tse-tung, now directing Red Chi- 
na’s war against us. 


In this message, Mao was advised 
that a change had been made in Amer- 
ica’s China policy. The United States, 
said the memorandum, was not support- 
ing Chiang Kai-shek against the Com- 
munists. 

The memorandum further stated: 


“This Government has in fact viewed 
with skepticism many alarmist accounts 
of the ‘serious menace’ of Communism 
in China.” 


Where Dean G. Acheson gets some 
of his unfortunate ideas for State De- 
partment policy was revealed by Philip 
Hamburger, in the awe-touched Acheson 
profile he did for the New Yorker 
Magazine in 1949. 

It appears that Acheson has a daily

and who was also the sponsor for a 
government post for Lee Pressman, self- 
confessed former Communist member, 
lives near Acheson in Georgetown. 


Each morning, if the weather permits, 
the two master-minds of the Truman 
Administration meet and walk the mile 
and a half between the Acheson home 
and the State Department. 


On these walks, Mr. Hamburger ex- 
plains, Acheson is able to thresh out 
with the omniscient Frankfurter the 
problems which are facing the State 
Department. 


Congressman Hugh D. Scott, Jr. on 
his recent return from Korea, said 
that one of the questions asked him by 
our G.I.’s on the firing line was: 


“How about this guy Acheson, is 
bY ” 2 ? 
he on our side? 


It is a question which is being in- 
creasingly asked at home as the Amer- 
ican people awake to a realization 
of who is responsible for the ‘fearful 
national humiliation which we have 
suffered in the Far East. 


With American soldiers dying miser- 
ably in Korea before the shock troops 
of Communism, America confronts the 
grim fact that its foreign policy is in 
the hands of a man whose entire career 
reeks with pro-Communism. 


In the whole roll call of Washington 
officialdom there is probably no man 
more unfit to hold public office at a 
time like this as Dean Acheson as Sec- 
retary of State. 


And yet, in the face of an almost 
nation-wide demand for his dismissal, 
President Truman stubbornly persists 
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in retaining him, and in following his 
advice. 


When we examine the indictment 
against Acheson, the thing that strikes 
us between the eyes is the blasting 
weight of the evidence against him. 


In November, 1945, Mr. Acheson, 
then Undersecretary of State, appeared 
with Paul Robeson at New York’s Mad- 
ison Square Garden, under the auspices 
of an organization which has_ since 
been cited by the Attorney General of 
the United States as a Communist front, 
and declared that — 


“There is no specific reason to sup- 
pose (that) the vital interests of the 
American people and Russian people” 
will ever be opposed. 


This false picture of the relationship 
between the United States and Com- 
munist Russia has been continuously 
painted by Dean Acheson during his 
career in the State Department ... un- 
til the very recent past. 


It has been echoed by his yes-men 
in the Department. 


It has immobilized the American 
will to resist Russia during the all- 
decisive years when Stalin was prepar- 
ing for his present hostilities against 
our nation. 


Had Russia been able to place its 
own agent as head of our State De- 
partment, he could not have served 
Communist interests more surely than 
has our present apostle of Red appease- 
ment. 


To continue this misleader in office, 
in the face of what has happened, is 
a gratuitous slap in the face of every 
loyal American. 


To allow the fate of our Country to 
rest in his stupid, bungling hands, in 
the perilous weeks and months ahead, 
would be an invitation to disaster.

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“He hath put a new song in my 
mouth.” (Psalm 40:3) 


ERE IS A WORD to interest the 

most listless. However drowsy we 
are, this text ought to rouse us into 
eager wakefulness. If lacking hope, 
we should be startled to glad expecta- 
tion. It is a word especially needed 
by the jaded generation of which we 
are a part. 


Life has grown old for many of us. 
In spite of facilities for thrills, we 
find the business of life rather stale 
and unexciting. “What has been will 
be, and there is no new thing under 
the sun,” said a bored cynic many years 
ago. To this pessimistic declaration 
many are ready to give a hearty “Amen.” 


But here is one who has found a 
new song. Life for him is not in the 
sear and yellow leaf; it is in the full 
flush of spring. He has therefore a 
story to tell that we greatly need to 
hear. 


THE SOURCE OF THE SONG 


From whence comes this new song? 


It is not merely a song of youth. 
There is nothing to indicate that the 
poet is singing simply because he is 
brushing the dewy flowers of life’s 
morning. Even if such were the case, 
we know that youth cannot always be 
depended upon as an inspirer of song. 
Sometimes youth sings and sometimes 
it does not. Modern youth seems often 
to find life as drab and unexciting as 
do some of those nearing the sunset. 


Nor does the song have its rise in 
the hills of prosperity and worldly 
success. There is no hint that the singer 
found fame or fortune. As a matter 
of fact, no one has yet proven that the 
prosperous are more songful than the 
failures. 


Some years ago I was entertained 
in the home of a man whose wealth 
amounted to millions. During the after- 
noon the husband and wife took me

for a drive over the city. Suddenly, 
in spite of the fact that company was 
present, the wife burst into tears. She 
lived in a palace and seemed to possess 
all that heart could wish, but she was 
weeping instead of singing. 

Neither is the poet singing because 
of rugged determination. There are 
times in which we sing from a sense 
of duty. We feel that for the sake 
of others it is the thing to do, and we 
are right. There is something finely 
heroic about the man who refuses to 
parade his sorrow, but rather locks 
it all in his heart and smiles on the 
world. It requires a high type of cour- 
age to keep a song upon the lips while 
there is a sob in the heart. 


What then is the source of the song? 


It is a gift of God. “He hath put a 
new song in my mouth,” declares the 
Psalmist joyously. His song has a 
fountain source that is abiding. His 
music need never be hushed into silence 
nor changed into discord, for it is born 
of the inexhaustible resources that are 


locked in the heart of God. 
THE NATURE OF THE SONG 


It is a song of deliverance. “He 
brought me up also out of an horrible 
pit, out of the miry clay.” 


How he got into this pit we are not 
told. He may have plunged into it 
through some great and devastating 
calamity. He may have fallen into 
it through his wilfulness or carelessness 
or spiritual stupidity. But regardless of 
how he had come to be there, he was 
where every man at some time finds 
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himself, and there was no shutting his 
eyes to the tragic situation. 


He could never forget the stark hor- 
ror of it all ... the dark and cold. 
The pit was unspeakably lonely and 
silent as death itself. That which 
brought his awful plight to the very 
climax of hopelessness and despair 
was that he could find no solid rest- 
ing place for his feet. For this pit 
had no firm masonry for its floor. It 
did not even have water. It only had 
stenchful mire that gripped him with 
tenacious fingers and slowly dragged 
him into a ghastly grave. 


The singer tells us that he was sink- 
ing, and horribly sure that all was 
over. He cried desperately for help, 
and there was One who answered his 
cry. He stretched up a helpless hand, 
and that hand was seized by One who 
was mighty, and he felt himself lifted 
to safety. Since then, he has had a 
song upon his lips. 


It is a song of deliverance. Some 
of us can join him in the singing of 
it, for such a song befits the lips of 
every man who has greatly sinned and 
been greatly saved. It is even more 
fitting for the lips of those who, because 
of tender nurture in younger years, 
avoided the pit and learned the song 


in their childhood. 


It is a song of security. “He set my 
feet upon a rock, and established my 
goings.” This miraculously delivered 
man walks today with assured confi- 
dence. His aplomb is born not of faith 


in himself, but of faith in God. 


It is God who has enabled him to 
say with the prophet, “He maketh my 
feet like hinds’ feet.” He has been 
given a bracing sense of security. His 
footing is firm and secure. He does not 
look to tomorrow with feverish fear 
as he once did. The old horror is gone, 
and he can now look ahead with quiet 
eyes, knowing that the God who keeps 
him today will be sufficient for him 
tomorrow. 


The song is also one of gratitude. 
In the consciousness of his deliverance 
and security, the poet cannot withhold 
his praise. He bursts into song as natu- 
rally as-a_ bird. 


We are not so grateful as we ought 
to be, any of us. One day Jesus healed 
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ten lepers. Having been healed, nine 
of them hurried on their separate ways, 
utterly forgetful of the Healer. Too 
often we join the nine. Too rarely we 
join the one. The Psalmist is among 
those who came back. His is a song 
of thanksgiving. 


Finally, this song is winsomely and 
fascinatingly new. There is no real 
virtue in mere novelty. Neither new 
songs nor new gospels are needed. I 
recently heard a wise preacher say to 
a group of theological graduates: “My 
young friends, when you begin to 
preach and one comes forward saying 
‘That was a new thought you gave me 
today, I never thought of it before,’ 
don’t be too elated over it. The chances 





are that he will never think of it again.” 


This song is new, not because it is 
merely unique, but because it is born 
of experiences that are new and vital 
to the singer. If we have a fresh, vital 
experience of God, our song will be 
as new and fresh as the first rose of 
June, yet as old as the ordered coming 
of the seasons. Just as long as we are 
making new discoveries in God, so 
long will our song be enchantingly 
new. 


THE VALUE OF THE SONG 


Why should we covet this melody for 
ourselves? 


It is an unspeakable benediction to 
him who possesses it. Song means joy, 
laughter, gladness. Most present day 
religion is short of joy. Therefore it 
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is short on power. “The joy of the 
Lord is your strength.” 


It is a sources of strength in hours 
of bereavement or when our dreams 
fail to come true. It is a steady staff 
upon which we lean when the rain is 
on the roof and the light has gone out 
of the skies. It is a strong anchor 
when the fierce tempest toys with our 
bark, and sorrow sits like a troubled 
spirit in every chamber of the heart. 


It is a source of strength in times 
of temptation. There are those, who 
in some measure; can resist the down- 
ward tug through sheer force of will. 
There are others who may be able to 
get past the death-haunted shores where 
the sirens sing by the poor expedient 
of stuffing wool into their ears. 


But the method of Ulysses was bet- 
ter. He took on board with him one 
whose song was so much more win- 
some than the sirens, that the music 
of those death-dealing creatures lost 
its spell. This is the sure way of vic- 
tory for ourselves. The most alluring 
songs the world can sing will lose their 
enchantment and become jarring dis- 
cord if we have the song of the Psalm- 
ist in our hearts. 


This new song is not only a benedic- 
tion to the singer, but to his fellows 
as well. “Many shall see it,” sings our 
poet, “and fear, and shall trust in the 


Lord.” 


John Milton declared that he who 
would write a great poem must himself 
be a poem. And our singer has attained 
in some measure the high standard set 
by Milton. With this new song upon his 
lips that is but an echo of the song 
within his heart, he has himself become 
a song. There is a winsomeness and 
charm about his life that may be seen 
as well as heard. He is so in tune with 
the Infinite that those whose lives he 
touches cannot resist his spell. They 
yearn to know his secret, and finding 
it, come to trust in the Lord. 


We are not going to win the world 
by our wails, nor by our complaints. 
We are not going to win by persistently 
prating about what is wrong with the 
Church. We are not going to win by 
proclaiming what a distressingly hard 
time we are having as we try to serve 
the Lord, nor shall we win by discor- 
dant lives that clash like violins played 
out of tune. 


But we can win through the appeal- 
ing winsomeness of lives in tune with 
Christ. If there is harmony in our lives, 
somebody is going to ask the secret. 
If we show the way to the new song 
by the beauty and charm of our lives, 
“many shall see it, and fear, and shall 


| trust in the Lord.”

He weighs 
its implications in modern war, and 
gives special consideration to that 
thermo-nuclear monster, called the Hy- 
drogen Bomb.

E HAVE before us a new book 

on Biblical interpretation — us- 
able in the classroom, but adapted also 
for personal study purposes. 


Dr. Berkhof is President Emeritus 
of Calvin Seminary located at Grand 
Rapids, Michigan. 

It may come as a surprise to some, 
that there is a science of Biblical inter- 
pretation, a valid procedure by which 
every teacher and student should try 
to be guided. The word “hermeneutics” 
has come into English almost intact 
from the Greek verb hermeneuo. It 
means the science of language inter- 
pretation. 

Most seminaries and Bible colleges 
now teach Biblical hermeneutics, but 
some of these courses were introduced 
too late for thousands of graduates — 
pastors, teachers and Bible instructors 
now in active service. Because they 
too need an authoritative instruction 
on the subject, Dr. Berkhof has pre- 
pared this simple, yet complete text 
book for home study. 


The science of Biblical interpretation 
is related to exegesis in the same way 
as theory to practice. Hermeneutics is 
the science, exegesis the art.

FACING CALVARY 
Mark 14:22-27; 32-36 








letter from Harry Emerson Fosdick, 
Pastor of New York’s Riverside Church, 
written to Mr. W. B. Barnhart on Jan- 
uary 31, 1945... 


“I have received your letter. I am constantly 
astonished at the things people say about me, 
and never much more so than by the recent report 
that you sent me of the strange statement in 
your recent discussion group. He never read any 





 ggeta TEXT: “Though he were 
a Son, yet learned he obedience 
by the things which he suffered.”

(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “BLOOD.” 


Today’s lesson considers events so 
sacred in their significance that they 
may be approached only in a spirit of 
prayer, solemnity and awe. We are on 
holy ground. 


The symbolic meal was an interim 
ceremony, canceling the Passover and 
establishing a sacred memorial to the 
Saviour’s redemptive sufferings. This 
event marked the inauguration of the 
Christian communion table. The Pass- 
over had, through the centuries, looked 
back to the slaying of lambs in ancient 
Egypt ... and forward to the sacrifice 
of the Lamb of God for the sin of 
the world. 


Bread and wine at the communion 
table would henceforth commemorate 
deliverance from the bondage of sin. 


Handing His disciples the wine, Jesus 
said: “This cup is the new testament 
(covenant) in my blood.” (Luke 22:20) 


A covenant is an arrangement which 
God sees fit to establish between Him- 
self and His creatures. According to 
the new covenant, God has redemptive 
dealings with men during this age only 
on the basis of the blood of His Son. 
How essential then, for us standing in 
need of the benefits of salvation, par- 
don, peace, power, sanctification and 
glorification ... to understand and ap- 
preciate the redemptive work of Jesus 
Christ! 

The Modernist view of our Lord’s 
death is unscriptural and Talmudic. 
Many so-called “liberal” theologians 
do not know that they are Judaizers, 
parroting Jewish views regarding the 
person of Christ. Liberal churchmen 
promulgate anti-Christ doctrines. 


The blasphemy of which such men 
are guilty, is illustrated by the following 





stat t from me publicly announcing my 
change of thought. 

“I am a liberal in theology, and have been 
80 ever since I was a young man. Far from 
changing, I have gone straight ahead with it, 
and I should say again just what I said to you 
in the letter I wrote you on January 4, 1937. 


“Of course, I do not believe in the Virgin 
Birth, or in that old fashioned substitutionary doc- 
trine of the Atonement; and I do not know any 
intelligent Christian minister who does. 


“The trouble with these fundamentalists is 
that they suppose that unless one agrees with 
them in their doctrinal set-up, he cannot believe 
in the profound, substantial, everlasting truths 
of the Christian gospel that transform men’s 
lives, and are the only hope of Christ’s saviour- 
hood in this world. When, then, they hear me 
proclaiming these everlasting truths, they think 
I must believe in their fundamentalism. As a 
matter of fact, I regard it as a perversion of 
the Christian gospel.’’ 

Modernists differ on details regarding 
the Cross. 


Some regard it as an accident, un- 
foreseen by Christ. But our Lord knew 
what was coming and voluntarily laid 


down His life. (Mark 9:30-32) 


Others look upon His death as that 
of a martyr. Paul watched Stephen suf- 
fer martyrdom, but never associated 
the incident with the forgiveness of sin. 


All liberals profess to see in Calvary 
a moral example, and willingness of 
an unfortunate Victim to pay the su- 
preme price for the sake of an ideal. 

Fosdick says: “I do not believe in 
the Virgin Birth, or in that old fash- 
ioned substitutionary doctrine of the 
Atonement.” 

God’s Word says: “Behold a virgin 
shall conceive and bear a son.” “And 
without shedding of blood is no remis- 
sion.” 


Scripture presents Christ’s death as 
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propitiatory, conciliatory and substi- 
tutionary. (I John 2:2. Romans 5:10. 
II Corinthians 5:21) 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS MARK 
14:36. 


“Take away this cup from me: never- 
theless not what I will, but what thou 
wilt.” 


The Master was “sorrowful even unto 
death.” He shrank from something that 
was approaching, symbolized as a cup. 


What was the cup from which He 
asked, if possible, to be excused? Was 
it ignominious death on a Cross? Did 
this impending ordeal frighten Him? 
Was He afraid to die? No! Because He 
knew that this sacrifice had been ar- 
ranged in eternity, “from the founda- 
tion of the world.” 


There is here a depth of meaning. 
The thought that terrorized Him was 
separation from His Father. 


He became your Sin Bearer and Sub- 
stitute on Calvary. Figuratively speak- 
ing, the sins of the world were piled 
mountain high upon His shoulders. The 
Scriptural record affirms that God’s 
eye is so holy that He cannot look upon 
sin. God therefore withdrew and Jesus 
passed through the ordeal alone. “For 
he hath made him to be sin for us, who 
knew no sin; that we might be made 
the righteousness of God in him.” (II 


Corinthians 5:21) 


Christ Jesus became separated from 
the Heavenly Father, when redemption’s 
plan was consummated. Hence the cry 
from Golgotha, “My God, my God, why 
hast thou forsaken me?” This was the 
cup. 

(3) THE KEY FACT: DEATH CAN- 
NOT HARM THOSE IN THE FA- 
THER’S WILL. 


It may be that inspiration has pre- 
served the sacred scene in the Garden, 
to encourage those who struggle to 
make their consecration complete. 
“Though he were a Son, yet learned he 
obedience by the things which he suf- 
fered.” (Hebrews 5:8) 


Humans possess free moral agency. 
They can accept or reject. To be self: 
willed is sin. To be God-willed is sal- 
vation. In Christ we have the great 
example and perfect pattern toward 
which men should strive. His will was

LIFE THROUGH DEATH 
Mark 15:33-47: 16:1-7 











EMORY TEXT: “He is not here: 
for he is risen, as he said.” Mat- 
thew 28:6. 


(1) THE KEY WORDS OF THE LES- 
SON: “DARKNESS” AND “MORN- 
ING.” 


Rough hands nailed our Lord to the 
Cross at nine o’clock in the morning, 
inflicting earth’s cruelest punishment 
upon the only innocent man since 


Adam’s fall. 


At noon, awe-inspiring darkness be- 
gan to settle over the earth, punctu- 
ated by a shattering earthquake that 
cracked open tombs, and invested this 
greatest of tragedies with gloom ex- 
pressive of its real character. The Sav- 
iour was pronounced dead by the mid- 
dle of the afternoon. 


Hanging above the crowd in excruci- 
ating pain, the Victim received little 
sympathy from the gazers. Chief priests 
stood by, gloating over their triumph. 
They railed at the Man on the Cross. 
They laughed and scoffed and mocked: 
“He saved others; himself he cannot 
save.” 


As darkness settled more deeply, a 
mysterious cry was heard: “My God, 
my God, why hast thou forsaken me?” 


It was a cry of conscious innocence. 
Jesus Christ was judged in the sin- 
ner’s stead. Lost men are saved — not 
by anything they do, but by what He 
did! 

Torturous fever and burning thirst 
accompany crucifixion. At the height 
of the agony, a soldier dipped a sponge 
in sour wine and lifted it to His parched 
lips. As it was refused, the mockers 
shouted: “Let alone; let us see whether 
Elias will come to take him down.” 


With this act of unfeeling cruelty, 
the sufferings came to an end. Mat- 
thew, Mark and Luke note the loud 
voice proclaiming, “It is finished.” Ro- 
man bystanders were so impressed, that 
the centurion was moved to exclaim, 
“Truly this man was the Son of God.” 


The Jews succeeded in bringing about 
His crucifixion but they could not de- 
stroy Him ... for in death He fulfilled 
His own words: “No man taketh it 
(life) from me, but I lay it down of 
myself. I have power to lay it down, 
and I have power to take it again.” 





Before sunset, the torn body was re- 
moved from the Cross and laid to rest 
in the tomb of a rich man, a secret 
disciple, Joseph of Arimathea. Nico- 
demus bought a hundred pounds of 
myrrh and aloes to be wrapped with 
a linen cloth around the lifeless form. 
It was prophesied in Psalm 16:10 that 
the body of Christ would not “see cor- 
ruption.” 


Isaiah 53:9 announced that His form 
would be placed in the tomb of a 
wealthy man. This was contrary to what 
might have been expected because He 
had no earthly possessions. “The foxes 
have holes, and the birds of the air 
have nests,” said He, “but the Son of 
man hath not where to lay his head.” 


Old Testament prophecy anticipated 
every act that led up to the Crucifixion 
and Resurrection. 

A smitten shepherd. Prophesied Zechariah 
13:7. Fulfilled Matthew 26:31. 

Betrayed for 30 pieces of silver. Zechariah 
11:12-18. Fulfilled Matthew 27:9-10. 

Death with malefactors. Prophesied Isaiah 
53:12. Fulfilled Luke 22:37. 

Buried with the rich. Prophesied Isaiah 53:9. 
Fulfilled Mark 15:43. 

Given vinegar and gall. Prophesied Psalm 
69:21. Fulfilled Matthew 27:34. 

Lots cast for his garments. Prophesied Psalm 
22:18. Fulfilled John 19:24. 

Dying words foretold. Prophesied Psalm 22:1 
and 31:5. Fulfilled Matthew 27:46. 

Not a bone broken. Prophesied Psalm 34:20. 

Fulfilled John 19:33. 


His bedy pierced. Prophesied Psalm 22:16. 
Fulfilled John 19:34. 


Jewish leaders appeared before Pi- 
late, demanding the tomb be secured by 
a Roman guard and the imperial seal. 
They professed to fear that the disci- 
ples might try to carry Him away dur- 
ing the night. But in reality they were 
trying to circumvent a return to life as 
He had predicted, by closing all exits 
to the tomb. In the end, this created 
double proof of the Resurrection. 


No human effort could hinder the 
events which transpired as it “began 
to dawn toward the first day of the 
week.” The earthquake, the angel with 
glittering countenance and garments, 
the displaced stone ... small wonder 
the “keepers did shake, and became 
as dead men.” 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS MARK 16:6. 


“Be not affrighted: Ye seek Jesus 
of Nazareth, which was crucified: he 
is risen; he is not here: behold the 
place where they laid him.” 


As a result of the Resurrection, Chris- 
tianity has a unique attitude toward 
death. “Fear not them which kill the 
body,” Jesus said. 
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His triumph over the tomb demon- 
strates the certainty of life after death. 
He died and lived again. After the 
Resurrection He recognized His friends. 
After our resurrections we shall know 
as we are known ... because He was 
the “first fruits of them that slept.” 
(I Corinthians 15:20) He came forth 
a deathless, diseaseless, sinless, tear- 
less body. “It doth not yet appear what 
we shall be: but we know that, when he 
shall appear, we shall be like him.” 


(3) THE KEY FACT: DEATH IS 
THE PASSAGEWAY TO LIFE. 


The seed dies in the soil, that new 
life may come forth. The sinful nature 
of the Christian dies, that the life of 
Christ may come forth. Life, through 
death is the order! 


This fact is illustrated by the Res- 
urrection of Christ. (John 12:24) 


“Tf the Father deigns to touch with 
divine power the cold and _ pulseless 
heart of the buried acorn and to make 
it burst forth from its prison walls, 
will He leave neglected in the earth 
the soul of man, made in the image 
of his Creator? If He stops to give 
to the rosebush, whose withered blos- 
soms float upon the autumn breeze, 
the sweet assurance of another spring- 
time, will He refuse the words of hope 
to the sons of men when the frosts of 
winter come? 


“If matter, mute and inanimate, 
though changed by the forces of nature 
into a multitude of forms, can never 
die, will the imperial spirit of man 
suffer annihilation when it has paid a 


brief visit like a royal guest to this 
tenement of clay? 


“No. I am sure that He who, not- 
withstanding His apparent prodigality, 
created nothing without a purpose, and 
wasted not a single atom in all His 
creation, has made provision for a fu- 
ture life in which man’s universal long- 
ing for immortality will find its realiza- 
tion. I am as sure that we live again 
as I am sure that we live today. 


“In Cairo I secured a few grains of 
wheat that had slumbered for more 
than thirty centuries in an Egyptian 
tomb. As I looked at them this thought 
came into my mind: If one of those 
grains had been planted on the banks 
of the Nile the year after it grew, and 
all its lineal descendants had been 


planted and replanted from that time 
until now, its progeny would today 
be sufficiently numerous to feed the 
teeming millions of the world. An un- 
broken chain of life connects the ear- 
liest grains of wheat with the grains 
that we sow and reap. 


“There is in the grain of wheat an 
invisible something which has the pow- 
er to discard the body that we see, and 
from earth and air fashion a new body 
so much like the old one that we cannot 
tell the one from the other. 


“If this invisible germ of life in the 
grain of wheat can thus pass unimpaired 
through three thousand resurrections, I 
shall not doubt that my soul has power 
to clothe itself with a body suited to its 
new existence when this earthly frame 
has crumbled into dust.”

(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES-

Today begins a series of lessons 
dealing with the broad scope of Biblical 
history, from creation to consummation.

tianity on the earth. 


The Genesis account of creation is 


invested with simple dignity unmatched 
in literature. A sublime subject, it needs 
no adornment. Unnecessary words are 


not included. No argument is offered. 
The underlying truths of creation are 
stated in matter-of-fact style. It would 
be presumptious to attempt an explana- 
tion of the universe on any basis other 
than “In the beginning God.” 


A right concept of God is so neces- 
sary to human minds that the Psalmist 
was moved to declare one a fool who 
doubted His existence. “The fool hath 
said in his heart, There is no God.” 
(Psalm 14:1) 


It does seem rather foolish for a man 
to rail against something he says does 
not exist! 
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The simplest rule of logic demands 
that we relate cause and effect in our 
thinking. Creation is obviously an ef. 
fect, produced by a first Cause. The 
existence of a watch presupposes a 
watchmaker. The existence of a shoe 
presupposes a shoemaker. The exist- 
ence of creation presupposes a Creator, 


God is superior in every way to all 
of man’s capacities, but His nature 
cannot be defined. If God were a being 
that could be understood, He would 
be too small for man to worship. There 
are some verities so plain as to need 
no proof, and so high that they admit 
none. 


There is thought in the brain of man, 
and life in the cell of animate matter, 
but no scientist has ever been able 
to isolate either by a material demon- 





stration. Yet we know they exist. 


Silent forces rule the world. Visible 
effects emerge from invisible causes. 
“No man hath seen God at any time; 
the only begotten Son, which is in the 
bosom of the Father, he hath declared 
him.” (John 1:18) In other words, 
Jesus Christ materialized deity on this 
planet. 


The first verse of Genesis refers to 
the “beginning,” or dateless past, when 
the heaven and the earth were created. 
Lucifer was in control of the planet. 
His kingdom collapsed through rebel- 
lion against God. (Isaiah 14:12-15). 
The second verse records this fact: 
“The earth was (became) without form, 
and void” ... wrapped in darkness 
and vapor. 


The six “days” refer to a new begin: 
ning. Black gases were rolled back on 
the fourth day so that the Sun, moon 


and stars became visible. Man was 
created on the sixth day.

“So God created man in his own 
image, in the image of God created 
he him; male and female created he 
them.” 


However little he may resemble his 
Creator today, it is here affirmed that 
man was created after the likeness of 
his Maker. This includes true person- 
ality, with powers of self-conscious re- 
flection, volition and holiness of char- 
acter. Man was responsible, under God, 
to rule the lower creation. It is this 
image, now sadly marred, that sepa- 
rates humans as by a great gulf, from 
the lower forms of life. 


We do not know what bodies were 
like before the Fall. For this reason, 
it cannot be said that the material 
body represents the true image of God. 





But there remained sufficient resem- 
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blance that nothing incongruous was 
done when the Lord assumed a human 
body, dwelt on earth, and then bore 
it in resurrection form to the right 


hand of the Father to be glorified. 


(3) THE KEY FACT: MAN’S FIRST 
DUTY IS TO WORSHIP GOD. 


This image-likeness stamped in the 
soul makes man “incurably religious.” 
All untutored men have fixed beliefs 
of God or gods. 


If the savage and uncivilized tribes 
of earth have strange ideas about their 
supposed deities, it is because they 
have no written revelation such as the 
Christian possesses. But regardless of 
their religious views, we must be im- 
pressed by the fact that there are no 
atheists among them. This intuition can 
be explained only by the fact of the 
image. 


Refusal to acknowledge and worship 
God usually betrays a wish to evade 
moral responsibility. To acknowledge 
God is to confess one’s obligation to 
serve and obey Him. 


LESSON NUMBER FOUR 
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THE ORIGIN OF SIN 
Genesis 3:1-15 











EMORY TEXT: “Then saith Jesus 
unto him, Get thee hence, Satan.” 
Matthew 4:10. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “SERPENT.” 


If the third chapter of Genesis were 


not a part of divine revelation, all 
that remains of Scripture would defy 
interpretation. There would be no ex- 
planation for conditions under which 
the human race lives. 


The fall of man is a historical fact. 
Sin is universal and if Scripture did 
not relate the story of its inception, we 
would be forced to postulate such an 
event, and place it at the beginning 
of human history. 


A picture on an ancient Babylonian 
seal-cylinder which archaeologists re- 
cently unearthed shows a tree with 
fruit. A man and woman are seated, 
one on each side of the tree, reaching 
out for the fruit, and close behind the 
woman is a serpent standing up on its 
tail. This drawing indicates that the 
Babylonians were familiar with the 
story of the temptation and fall al- 
though there is no explanation as to 
the source of their knowledge. 


God’s Word leaves no doubt as to 








the true source of the temptation ... 
I John 3:8. Revelation 12:9. Dr. G. 
H. Pember’s commentary on the ser- 
pent and fall of man is informative: 


“Satan first awoke to consciousness 
in the dazzling light of God’s glory, to 
find himself a mighty prince, perfect 
in wisdom and beauty. (Ezekiel 28: 
12-15) But, having known no other 
condition, he thought that his power 
and splendor proceeded from himself, 
lost his sense of dependence and fell 
without hope.” 


Isaiah, loking back upon the col- 
lapse of Lucifer’s angelic empire which 
existed prior to the creation of Adam 
and Eve, describes the event in the 
fourteenth chapter of his book. Satan 
worked through the serpent to precipi- 
tate the temptation in Eden. 


Dr. Pember continues: “The plan 
of Satan showed that God had not yet 
deprived him of his wisdom; though 
alas! it had been changed by his fall 
from the noble power of a prince of 
the Most High to the cunning of a de- 
ceitful intriguer ... 


“The serpent approached Eve and 
addressed her. She was not startled. 
(This infers that she knew the creature 
possessed power of speech.) We must 
not think of the serpent as repulsive 
and venomous. For it had not been 
cursed, but held itself upright, the 
most intelligent and probably the most 
beautiful of all beasts. 


“Perhaps it sustained itself by wings; 
and indeed the epithet ‘flying’ is ap- 
plied to the saraph or fiery species 
in Isaiah. The creature was free from 


venom and not improbably winged, 
while its scales glittered in the sun 


like burnished gold. 


“Little did she suspect that a pow- 
erful enemy lurked beneath that beau- 
tiful and apparently innocent form.” 


The first promise of the Redeemer 
appears in today’s lesson, Genesis 3:15. 
No sooner had man fallen into sin, 
than God announced a way of escape. 
The term “seed of the woman” refers 
to the virgin birth of Christ. Dr. Pem- 
ber says: 


“Who, then, are the seed of the ser- 
pent? They are those who manifest 
that independent pride by which their 
father the Devil fell: those who will 


not acknowledge their own hopeless 
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condition, and submit to be saved by 
the merits of the Son of God... 


“The significance of the term, ‘seed 
of the woman,’ is not immediately ap- 
parent. Mankind in general cannot be 
called the seed of the woman, but of 
the man. God is here speaking of the 
seed of the woman exclusively ... She 
was, by God’s mercy, appointed to be 
the sole agent in bringing the Deliverer 
into the world. 


“Nor is it difficult to discover that 
Deliverer: for there is none but Christ 
who could, in a strictly literal sense, 
be called the seed of the woman.”

“And the Lord God called unto 
Adam, and said unto him, Where art 
thou?” 


The immediate effect of the Fall was 
a crushing sense of shame and fear. 
The deluded couple fled into the under- 
growth and attempted to cover their 
nakedness by self-made aprons — sym- 
bolic, some have said, of all man-made 
religions based upon human works. 


In contrast, the true covering for 
sin is found only in Christ, to be ap- 
propriated on the basis of unmerited 
grace. “Put ye on the Lord Jesus Christ.” 
(Romans 13:14) “For as many of you 
as have been baptized into Christ have 


put on Christ.” (Galatians 3:27) 


God’s first interrogation of man was, 
“Where art thou?” — a vertical ques- 
tion that has to do with responsibility 
to his Maker. God’s second interroga- 


tion was addressed to Cain, “Where is 
Abel thy brother?” — a_ horizontal 
question that has to do with responsi- 
bility to his fellow man. 


(3) THE KEY FACT: TEMPTATIONS 
ARE A FACTUAL PART OF LIFE. 


Creation and all creatures exist for 
the glory and pleasure of God. A part 
of His plan is that men shall choose 
for themselves, through the use of their 
moral faculties. Beings without moral 
natures could be neither saints nor sin- 
ners. They would be automatons. Test- 
ings are necessary. Angels had their 
— of probation and a great number 
ell. 


Multitudes fail to pass the test of 
loyalty to God. They remain in an at- 
titude of mind that fixes their character 
and results in insurrection. They be- 
come reprobates. But others break away 
and make the choice that starts them on 
the way to sainthood.
